The Flea-Beetles are an) important 
group of insects which attack the fol- 
jage of many plants. They are parti- 
cularly destructive to the leaves of 
several kinds of vegetable crops, such 
as turnips, potatoes, tomatoes, Ta-- 
dishes, etc. The chief injury is effert- 
ed in Spring and early, Summer when 
the plants are visited by large num— 
ber of the beetles. Numerous small 
holes are eaten into and through the 
leaves, in fucts, some of the species 
completely defoliate certain plants. 
Owing to their jumping habit, there 
insects were given the popular name 
of flea-beetles. In size they range 
from one-twentieth to one-quacter of 
an inch /In Canada there are five 
species which are of considerable ec- 
onomic importance, and these are dis- 
cussed and figured. In addition, des- 
criptions are given of eight other spe- 
cies which occasionally appear in des-;

(Near the middle of the nineteenth 
tentury an ingenious frenchinap wrote 
i story based on the idea that the Iiv- 
ing human body by a process of ex: 
naustion of its moisture called desic- 
ecavlon could be kept as 0 mummy for 
ap unlimited period and by the reintro- 
duction of water could be reanimated. 
"his Nterary production was consid: 
ered by the people of that age to be 
very ingenious and highly iinaginative. 
{here was no pretense on the part of 
ne author that the idea on which it 
jras built was or ever would be possi- 
dle, nor was it taken seriously by the 
public, ; 

‘Ibe coming of the twentieth century 
marked the beginning of a new scien- 
Ufic era. for a hundred years men 
had been discovering that they could 
talk to each other from different parts 
of the globe; that disease was nothing 
more or tess than the work of tnfi- 
oitely small germs and hundreds ot 
other—to them—marvelous processes of 
nature. ‘hese discoveries were mostly 
aecidental, But about the year 1900 
rich men begun to found institutions 
with a view to making regular prog- 
ress. 

One of the most important subjects 
studled by these tnstitutions bas been 
tbe buman body and tbat mysterious 
life process which fs born with it and 
grows as it grows. Ip the year 1912 
rcientists began to experiinent, among 
other things, on the animal! heart and 
found tbat portions ot it removed from 
the body and cultivated in hyptonic 
plasma wonld pulsate for , several 
months. This changed the conditions 
under which the animal might be pro- 
nounced dead. It was also about this 
time that-scientists lald down two 
causes of bodily death or corruption— 
the action of microbes and self diges- 
tion, From this scientific fact natural: 
ly followed the axslom—exclude the 
microbes, exhaust the water and there 
can be no death, 

A bundred years bave intervened be- 
tween a knowledge of this fact and its 
being pnt to practice. That whigh 150 
years ago was the basis of an imagi- 
native extravaganza bas today become 
the subject of up actual occurrence, 

It appears that about the middle of 
the twentieth century there Hved ‘pb 
Chicago, then a small city of not more 
than four or five millHons of people, a 


meat preserver onmed Swartz, whose: 


son Adrian chose, rather than follow 
in the footsteps cf bis father, to de- 
vote himself to scientific research. Be- 
ing heir to a conple of billion dollars, 
or 2,000 wealth units—the people of 
that day had not been driven by vast 
accumulations to our present system 
of typifying tortunes—be was not pre- 
vented from following unremunerative 
tastes by poverty. 

This Adrian Swartz loved a beauti- 
fu! girl! whose name appears on the 
records as Muriel Anderson. Profes- 
sor Swartz worked on his own Hnes, 
In bis own Inboratory, keeping his to- 
vestigations a profound secret. What 
be was doing has only come to light 
fifty years after he -was engaged in 
bis work, Ge was absorbed in two 
things—his investigations with a view 
to perpetuating the life principle and 
Miss Murlel Anderson. 

It was tben known that different 
parts of the body may be taken from 
a person who has recently been pro- 
nounced dead by the old standard and 
preserved in cold storage vaults for 
an indefinite period. The young pro- 
fessor was able to start on his investi- 
gations with a knowledge of this and 
other facts. Knowing that corruption 
may be kept out by excluding mi: 
crobes and water, be devoted himself 
to the discovery of a process by which, 
after having kept them out, the water 
might be reintroduced at a Inter date 
without admitting the microbes, 

That the breathing process may be 
suspended without. producing corrup- 
tion was also known to Professor 
Swartz, and this was a very {mportant 
point. The main problem before him 
was not how to keep out corruption, 
but to restore animation. 

Miss Muriel Anderson was takeo fll 
and died. Her lovers griet was s0 
great that for a time it was feared 
that he would lose his reason. ‘Ibere 
was no evidence that the body was not 
disposed of by burial, which was the 
usual method in those days. After the 
girl’s death Swartz was observed to 
pprsue his investigations with still 
More eagerness than before, Indeed, 
his relatives feared that he would go 
Insane on the subject of perpetuating 
life. 

There are traditions thut a dog be 
longiug to one of his friends died and 
ten years later appenred at bis mas- 
ter’s door and showed great delight at 
the reunion. Jt was ‘whispered that 
the dog had been reanimated by the 
young professor. There was a similar 
Story about a cat, but unscientific per- 
sons claimed there was nothing re- 
Markable in bringing back a cat to 
life except for the tenth time. ‘These 
matters are mentioned here to show 
that It was supposed Professor Swartz 
was teported to have achteved some 
success in his work. 

Recently there was a commotion in 
the Institntion For Scientific Research, 
Jocated In this city. Doctors and pro- 
fessors have beep seen to be consult 


a 


tng together in whispers, but despite the 
improved methods used by some of our 
enterprising reporters for magnifying 
the whisper waves the secret was kept, 
‘ben It was confided to oue or two per. 
sons that a body that had been more 
than half a century ago prepared tor 
a life perpetuating. process had been 
discovered and removed to the institu. 
tion. Witb it was a paper some four 
decades old, giving the results of ex- 
periments in ceanimating bodies. A re- 
port was circulated that late discover: 
fes completed the process Inid down in 
the paper and might possibly render 
it effective. 

We are enabled in this issue, owing 
to the enterprise ot one of our repor- 
torial staff, who used ear megaphones, 
X ray telescopes tor looking through 
stone walls and other modero devices, 
to give our readers the most remarka.- 
ble uchievement in science ever pro 
duced by mortal man, 

Ip the year 1955, when the thermom- 
eter stood 80 degrees below zero [ah- 
renhelt, there died in Chicago Muriel 
Anderson, The olght of her burial 
her !over went alone to her grave, ex: 
bumed ber body and removed it to his 
laboratory, his object being to attempt 
to reanimate it. He bad not then per- 
fected uny process by which this could 
be accomplished and for the time be- 
ing devoted himself to preserving the 
body. His method was twofold, sur- 
rounding St by chemically produced 
cold—250 degrees Fabrenbelt—and ber 
metic sealing. This accomplished, the 
body was teft in a vault under the 
laboratory, and the professor proceed- 


ed with tis experiments for resuscl: |, 


tation on the lower animals, 

Time passed without any resnuits suf: 
fietently certain to warrant the pro- 
fessor In risking tbe life ot his loved 
one in cold storage. 

Professor Swartz died without giv. 
ing up bis secret, but be made provil- 
sion for a continuance of his work 
contingent upon certain happenings. 
lecentty the ground on whieh his lab- 
oratory stood was sold for the purpose 
of erecting u 200 story skyscraper opon 
it In digging for the foundations the 
workmen came upon a subcellar or 
vault fifty feet below the surface in 
which was 4 large glass’ mansoleum, 
Attuched to tt was a notice to look in 
the wall behind a metal plate. ‘bere 
was discovered a paper stating that 
the mansolenm contained the body of 
Muriel Anderson, supposed to have 
died In 1955. ‘hen followed ao state- 
ment giving the process for life preser: 
vation and the results of Professor 
Swartz's luvestigutions witb a view to 
reanimating bodies, ; p 

The 6nd was reported to the owner 
of the property, and be summoned a 
Member of the corps of investigators 
of the Institution For Scientific Re- 
search. The mausoleum was removed 
to the institution and the paper read 
and discussed at a meeting of its sta 
of investigators, It at once appeared 
that certain obstacles that bad been tn 
the way of Professor Swartz had been 
removed by recent discoveries made 
at the institution. 

The first question discussed was 
whether the body would be found upon 
examination to bave retained the gertns 
of life for balf a century, but It was 
agreed that this knowledge could only 
be gained by the right process of re- 
animation. That process was onder 
discussion for several weeks with ev- 
ery effort to keep the secret Finally 
Dr. Shuntunner, Ph.

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| WHY MILK’ SouRS_ 


IN WARM WEATHER 


During the hot summer months trou! 
ble is experienced in handling: milk 
and cream. to keep it from souring 
and also from foaming, says the Fam 
ily Herald. The souring is caused, 
mainly, bu the multiplication iof bac- 
teria that have fallen into the milk 
during the milking process. The ma- 
jority of these bacteria, which have 
to sour miwtk, grow normally in the 
mouth of the cow and are conveyed 
the dust and hairs of her flanks by 
the cow when she licks herself, - The 
bacteria which produce a gassy or 
foamy milk or cregm come mainly 
from manurial contamination, Both 
of these clusses of bacteria grow at 
or near body, tenyperature, while in 
the mouth or intestine of-the cow a 
high temperature greatly favors that 
growth, So in order to keep milk 
sweet and free from gaseous taints it 
must be milked from a ~ clean cow 
from which dust and nairs are pre- 
vented from falling into the pail by. 
moistening the udder with a damp 
cloth or sponge, by using a covered 
‘puil, or both of these precautions, 

The ‘Three C’s—Clean, Covered: and 
Cold’’—should be the dairyman’s mot- 
to. Clean cans, stables, irilkers and 
utensils ; covered pgils and cans and 
cold milk; not that which’ is allow- 
ed to cool in large cans in the  air,! 
but which has the temperature reduc- 
el by a milk cooler or by setting the 
cans in a'tank of cold ice water and 
then further assieted in the cooling 
process by an occasional stirring. 
Ropiness in milk and cream is due to 
the growth of bacteria which have 
been found in stagnant brook or pond 
waters, in stable manure and on dust 
particles in stable air. Cows that 
have been in! ponds or brooks contain 
ing these pacteria arelikely to have 
great numbers of them on their hairs 
and seales of dead: skin’ on their flanks, 
conveyed there by the flapping tail. 
manurial contamination or exposure 
to dust. may cause the same trouble 
Cans, pails, or milk, strainers that 
are not thoroughiy washed and scald- 
ed may carry over the infection: fron: 
one milking to the next. As a tule 
the bacteria which cause ropy or sli 
mymilk or cream grow quite rapidly 
ata low temperature, a temperature 
too low for sour milk bacteria to 
make much progress, so the fall 
months are more faworable for the 
development of ropy milk. If an ‘ab- 
undance of: boiling water is used in 
washing the milk cans, pails and 
strainer, and the cow are kept out of 
filth ponds and brooks and a covered 
pail used in miiking, ropiness will not 
be. the ‘cause or trouble or losses in 
the dairy.

NORTHERN ALBERTA HOMESTEAD 
MAP NOW, READY FOR \' 
DISTRIBUTION 


A pubhication which ‘should prove 
of considerable ihterest to the pros-- 
pective settler has recently been ‘pre- 
pared in, and.is now being issued . 
from the Railway Lands Branch — pt! 
the Department of the Interior at-Ot- ( 
tawa, This intoresting publication‘: 
which is known.as_the Peace River or 
Northern Alberta Homestead Map gra 
phically illustrates by a comparative- 
ly simple system of coloring the land 
situation in that courtry, including, 
as it does, complete information with 
respect to the disposal of lands, loca- 
tion. of timber berths and forest re-- 
serves, nature of soil, etc. An interest 
ing feature of the map — is the fact 
that it"enables an observer to procu- 
Te at ia glanco a complete grasp of the 
present land situation not, only with 
regard to those lands which have been 
taken up during the past year, but al- 
so with respect ‘to land previously 
homesteaded but for © which. patents 
have not yet issued, thus enabling. a 
person to trace the progress: during 
comparatively recent years, of settle- 
ment in the Peace River District. The 
aim in the preparation . of the map 
has been to show. the land situation 
up to the beginning of the present 
year and in view of the rapid exhaus- 
‘tion of free homesteads throughout 
the older prairie provinces the inform- 
ation should prove of particular in-- 
terest to prospective settlers. 

Im addition to the information with 
respect to lands which have been ho- 
mesteaded and otherwise disposed of, 
the publication contains complete, in- 
forn.ation regarding Railways, Topo-
